These render the conventional division of labor into academia and 
practice outdated and irrelevant. How to move beyond this boundary and engage more 


with stakeholders in translating knowledge into actions is a pressing question. 


The IUAES Inter-Congress 2015 aims to re-imagine the anthropological and sociological 
boundaries — academically, socially and politically — in response to such changes and 
crises. The areas to be re-imagined include, for examples, transnationalism and migration, 
ethnicity and religion, politics and conflicts, natural resources and environment, and art 
and media. It is to provide the participants with an opportunity to address their concerns 
and exchange their thoughts and to broaden their disciplinary boundaries as one of the 


responses. 


The Inter-Congress venue — Thammasat University, Tha Phrachan Campus - is a historic 
place. It was built above the ancient city wall and is situated near the Grand Palace which 
once was the official residence of the Chakri Dynasty. In particular, it is where the “student 
movements” took place; a history that places Thammasat University at the center of Thai 
politics until present.

IUAES Inter-Congress 2015 Themes 


We live in an increasingly complex social world. 
The spread of what some scholars broadly refer to 
as ‘globalization’ has contributed to this complexity. 
Identities, networks, and communities have apparently 
become so fluid, interconnected, and yet diverse, 
that it is often difficult to negotiate the boundaries 


between them. 


This complexity has arguably rendered conventional 
categories for the study of human_ societies 
inadequate. The usefulness of analytical categories 
like ‘community, ‘society’, ‘culture’, and even 
‘globalization’, is now very debatable. ‘Traditional’ 
methods of social inquiry themselves have at 
times revealed obsolete. An increasing number of 
anthropologists have for instance abandoned single- 
sited fieldwork for the investigation of certain social 


phenomena. 


Amore sensible approach to the study of these phenomena may require tools that belong 
to disciplines other than anthropology and sociology, like geography, political science, 
media studies, etc. The investigation of issues that are inevitably entangled in politics 
additionally requires scholars to take a firm political stance — one that our disciplines often 


leave us unprepared to take. 


Whilst we recognize that anthropology and sociology have always engaged with highly 
complex — and intrinsically political — social realities, we therefore feel that numerous 
questions are left unaddressed. The International Union of Anthropological and 
Ethnological Sciences (IUAES) Inter-Congress 2015 proposes precisely to look into these 
issues, by encouraging all participants to re-imagine the future of anthropology and 
sociology — theoretically, methodologically, and politically, within as well as beyond the 


conventional boundaries of these disciplines.

Scholars are however ambivalent with 
regards to the consequences of this phenomenon, some suggesting that 
greater mobility may mean greater support to democratic ideologies and 
respect of human rights, and others contesting this claim.

She is author of Modern 
Dreams: An Inquiry into Power, Cultural Production, 
and the Cityscape in Contemporary Urban Penang, 
Malaysia (2002),a co-editor of Asia in Europe, Europe 
in Asia: Rethinking Academic, Social and Cultural 
Linkages,and editor of Decentering and Diversifying 
Southeast Asian Studies: Perspectives from the 


Region (2011) 
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In recent times, hopelessly fractured public spheres, 
especially in many Southeast Asian societies, have dampened hope in bringing about more 
equal, just and humane societies. Nonetheless, out of impotence also grew possibilities. 
The bigotry and futility observed have pushed some to seek alternative interventions. 
These new practices, forged by instinctive reactions against the schisms and constraints 
of currentstruggles, produce clues on how resistant politics may have to change course in 
a new global age. These actions do not fit neatly into what social scientists would usually 
consider as politics. Neither do these actors always consider themselves to be political. 
Their actions are not always collective, consistent or determinedly radical. Rather, they 
are made up of loose collectives of like-minded young people who come together as and 
when the occasion requires. Their alternative imaginations about society, community and 
humanity however strike powerful cords with fellow members of their societies. These new 
politics often reveal that sensory, aesthetic and virtualstrategies may be conducive sites 
for alternative ethical-political conceptions of society and community in a world corrupt of 


ideas and critical interventions. 


Hence, we are faced with the need to produce new epistemologies to better capture the 
significance of these new politics — namely, the interactive, transient and increasingly 
virtual and instantaneously global nature of such alternative public meaning-making. My 
explorations are informed by my positionality as both an anthropologist and area studies 
scholar of Southeast Asia who has been thinking through these contested meanings of 
the “universal” and the “global”. In sum, | propose that starting from the ethics of anti- 
foundational thought offers new grounds to rethink our shared ethos in a perilous world 


increasingly incapable of overcoming temporal and territorial differences and divides.

Engseng HO is Professor of Anthropology, Professor 
of History, Duke University and Muhammad Alagil 
Distinguished Visiting Professor in Arabia Asia 
Studies, Asia Research Institute, National University 
of Singapore. He is a specialist on Arab/Muslim 
diasporas across the Indian Ocean, and their relations 
with western empires, past and present. His writings 
include an article, “Empire through Diasporic Eyes: 
A View from the Other Boat” (2004), a book, The 
Graves of Tarim, Genealogy and Mobility across the 
Indian Ocean (2006), and most recently a co-edited 
book, The Indian Ocean: Oceanic Connections and 


the Creation of New Societies (2014). 
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The current thickening of links across Asia 
is a late after-effect of decolonization. While European colonization re-oriented Asian 
countries to imperial metropoles, the recent resurgence of inter-Asian links can be thought 
of as a return to historical norm. As such, the new, reconnected Asia resonates in many 
ways with a pre-imperial Asia, in which people had kin in distant regions, diasporic life 
was normal, Buddhism and Islam made the unfamiliar familiar, and pilgrims and traders 
journeyed thousands of miles as a matter of course. While our inherited European social 
science categories are geared to conceptualizing single societies for single states, the inter- 
connected societies of Asia old and new provide rich veins of data for reconceptualizing 
inter-linked societies on a wider, transregional stage. What concepts can we draw from 
such inter-Asian data, contemporary and historical, to redirect social science and historical 


research?

Analytic Borderlands: Before Method? 


Saskia Sassen

Saskia Sassen is the Robert S. Lynd Professor of 
Sociology and Chair, The Committee on Global 
Thought, Columbia University. Her new book is 
Expulsions: Brutality and Complexity in the Global 
Economy (2014). Recent books are Territory, Authority, 
Rights: From Medieval to Global Assemblages (2008), 
A Sociology of Globalization (2007), and the 4th fully 
updated edition of Cities in a World Economy (2012).

Prize for the Social Sciences. 
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A growing range of conditions in the world today 
demand we enter an ill-defined conceptual zone. | think of this zone as the in-between 
space that arises from the fact that paradigmatic knowledges have fuzzy edges, and that 


this fuzziness enables encounters and transactions between paradigms. 


My concern here is with the diverse in-between spaces that are neither fully captured by 
paradigmatic sociology nor by paradigmatic anthropology. The notion of paradigmatic 
knowledge is itself under question, but it helps us to assume that each of these disciplines 


has a central zone --even if it may consist of several, not a single, major theoretical modes. 


One starting point in such an analysis is that the powerful or master categories of a 
discipline can hide as much as they reveal about periods of change --notably, our current 
epoch. But we cannot simply throw them out of the window. What we can do, | will argue, 
is to elaborate analytic tactics that allow us to see what they obscure. Much of my research 
has been in zones where those fuzzy edges of diverse disciplinary paradigms engage each 
other. One such encounter of edges happens, in my experience, between anthropology 


and sociology --though my major such zone has been between sociology and economics. 


This type of experimental rumination, | find, requires the freedom to suspend, even if 
temporarily, method and its disciplining of the what, the how and the why of an inquiry. 
| need to engage in what | think of as analytic tactics -the freedom to position myself 


in whatever ways | want/need vis a vis the object of study. Among these tactics is the 


establishing of my site for research and theorization in the shadow of powerful explanations 


--the penumbra generated by a powerful explanation around its center of light, so to speak. 


Powerful explanations are to be taken seriously, but they are conceptually dangerous. My 
first move is to ask what does such an explanation obscure precisely because it sheds such 
a powerful light on some aspects of a question. A second analytic tactic, partly arising 
from the first, is the need actively to destabilize stabilized meanings. Thus a category 
such as globalization has explanatory power, but what does it hide, and what will it reveal 


if destabilized. Using complex conditions that might be present both in national and in 
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global institutional settings is one step in this effort. Territory, authority, rights are three 
that | have found useful in this effort. They are complex, and they are made through 
struggles and conflicts. They exist in very diverse forms of organization (tribal societies, 
kingdoms, empires, republics). They take on specific formats and interdependencies 
in each. It is their instantiation in the nation-state that remains dominant today, and, in 
my reading, problematic becasue their meanings are becoming unstable. They are also 
three categories which in the current epoch invite an engagement with the fuzzy edges 
of paradigmatic anthropological knowledge practices. What do | see when, for instance, | 
analytically liberate the category “territory” from its singular current dominant meaning 


as “national sovereign territory?”
